At this place he dif 
miſs'd King Ferdinands Embaſſadors with Letters to 
their Maſter and the Emperor, challenging them to 
give him Battle; and yet underſtanding what excellent 
Commanders and experienced Souldiers the Chriſtian 
Army was compos'd of, he wheel'd off keeping at a great 
diſtance from Vienna, and ravaging all the Country as 
he went. At this time the Spaniards that were in 
Vienna Mutiny'd againſt their Officers becauſe they 
commanded them into the Field, and there was much 
difficulty in quelling them. Forty Thouſand Taki 
Horſe were detach'd from the main Body of the Army 
to deſtroy all the Country, which they did up as far 
as Lintz, where the King of the Romans then was; and 
having run above 150 Miles like an Inundation bearing 
all down before them, they return'd to overtake their 
main Body then at a great diſtance from them. To 
be the leſs encumber'd in their March, they Butcher d 
4000 Captives they had taken, and then divided them 
ſelves into two Bodies, taking ſeveral ways. One of 
theſe Bodies taking the ſhorter cut arriv'd ſaſe in the 
great Camp- The other was met and routed by the 
Count Palatine of the Rhine, who kill'd the 3d part of 
them. Thoſe that eſcap'd lighted upon Count Lodron, 
and the Marques of Brandenburg, by whom moſt of them 


' were cut off, and the ſmall remainder to a Man periſhd 


by the hands of the Hungarians, It was debated in the 
Imperial Counſel of War, whether the Enemy ougit 
to be purſu'd and forc'd to a Battle, but he being the 
aggreſſor, it was thought enough to have deterr'd him 
from attempting any thing, and ſo nothing was done 
on either fide. The Emperor's Army was computed to 
conũiſt of 000 Foot and 30000 Horſe, with an ex. 
cellent Train of Artillery. Yet. theſe Two. ow 
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Armies, the greateſt perhaps that had been ſren in 


Chriſtendom, did not ſo much as look upon one ano- 
ther, and Sohman in ſeveral years after did not diſturb 
Chriſtendom on that fide. King Ferdinand would glad- 


ly have perſwaded the Emperor to keep his Army to- 


gether, and carry on the War againft John Sepuſius, but 
it was not praQicable, becauſe other urgent occaſions 
call'd his Majeſty away, Winter was drawing on, and 
there was not a ſufficient fund of Money to defray ſuck 
a vaſt expenee. However the Emperor order'd the 
Ntzlians to ſtay with his Brother, under the Commatid 
of Fabricius Maramaldi, which they were ſo ill inclin'd 
to, that 8000 of them Mutinying, took the way to 
ſtaly. This fo offended the King of the Romans; that 
he gave orders that all the Italians ſhould be kill'd in 


any of his Towns, and it was ſo well perform'd that few 


of them got home; Above 50 Perſons of the prime 
Nobility of Spain went either through Italy or France tg 
attend the Emperor in this Expedition, beſides a greats 
er number of the leſſer Gentry, of both which ſorts ma- 
ny encumbred their Eftates to expreſs their zeal in 
following his Majeſty through all dangers: 5 
5. The Turk being gone, and the Emperor feſolv'd 
for Italy, he ſet out from Vienna on the 4th of October, 
and the ſame day ſent D. Peter de la Cueva to Rome, to 
intreat the Pope. to give him a meeting at Geroa, and 
pres him to it by all means, or elſe his Majeſty would 
be forced tho againſt his Inclination to go as far as 
Rome to ſalute his Holineſs. After this on tHe 12th of 
03ober his Majeſty ſent away an Expreſs to acquaint. 
his Embaſſador at Rome, the Cardinal of 9ſma, and D. 
Teter de la Cueva, that he was drawing near to Italy, 
that they might make it known to the Pope, and ſend 
him an account whether kis Holineſs would meet him, 
or he be forced to go to Rome. They all three neglect - 
ed to adyertize his Majefty, whereof he afterwards com- 
plain d, and lets them Know how he had receiv'd ad- 
vice from his Holineſs, that he would meet him at 
bolonia, but not knowing the day directs them to ſend 
an expreſs with the certainty, of it, that he may be 
there at the ſame time as the Pope. In his Journey he 
obſerv'd this method, D. Ferdinand de Gonx Aga had the 
Van yith the Light Horſe, then follow 'd the Marques 
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del Gaſto with the Foot and Horſe-Guards, two days 
after c2me the Cardinal, Biſhops, and Clergy, then 
the Emperor, and laſtly the Duke of Alva with the 
Spaniſh Horſe, and. German Foot. In this manner he 
entred Italy, without going through any Town of the 
Venetians, and arriv'd at Mantua on the 7th of November, 
On the 20th of December he ſet out from thence to 
Bolonia, where the Pope expected him. The Cardi- 
nals of Tournon and Grammont were there ſolliciting the 
Pope in the Name of the King of France, to oblige the 
Emperor to withdraw the Spaniſb Forces out of Lombardy, 
alledging that unleſs it were done he could not con- 
tinue the Peace, by which it appears that he only 
ſtudy'd to diſarm the Emperor that he might” recover 
his Loſſes. Nor did his Holineſs and his Imperial Ma- 
jrſty well agree, for the Emperor was for a General 
Councel to ſettle the Aﬀairs of Germany, and the Pope 
delay'd time, diſcovering his Inclination to France, At 
the ſame time the Venetians pretended they were willing 
to preſerve the peace, but ſaid they could not deny 
aſſiſting the Duke of Milan, if he ſhould ſtand in need 


of it. This they did to inſinuate to the King of Franc, 


that he might hope they would joyn with him upon oc- 
caſion, and to keep the Emperor in awe that he might 
not deſpiſe Frarce, all which tended to keep a Ballance 
in Italy, that neither Prince might grow too powerful 
and make himſelf Maſter of it. It was alſo repor- 
ted, that the French and Venetians had adris'd Solyman not 
to Fight, for fear if he were heaten the Emperor 
ſhovld be too hard for them both. After much debate 
a new League was concluded between the Pope and 
Emperor for a year and a half, in which the Dukes of 
Milan and Ferrara were included. One of the Princi- 


pal Articles was, That his Imperial Majeſty ſhould 


withdraw his Forces out of Lombardy, every one of the 
Confederates paying down 25020 Ducats to Antony it 
Leyva, who was to remain in Milan with a competent 
Number of Spaniards to ſecure the peace. Thus the 
Imperial Troops departed Lcm!ardy, ſome for Coron, o- 
thers for Sicily, and others disbanded. Cardinal Cv 
lonna, who was Vieeroy of Naples dying about this time, 
D. Peter de Toledo Marques of Vill afranca was appar 
ted to ſucceed him.

6. Whilſt the Emperor was employ'd at Vienna ma- Doria's 
king head againſt the Turk, Andrew Doria was ſent with Actions in 
the Fleet under his Command, conſiſting of 44 Galleys, the Morea. 
and 35 great Ships, heſides ſome ſmall ones to infeſt the 
Coaſts of Greece, and either Fight the Enemies Fleet, 
or take ſome place of note that might be a footing to 
carry the War into thoſe parts, He took aboard 
10000 Spaniards, Italians and Germans, and at Zant met 
the Venetian Fleet, whoſe Admiral ſent to offer him Pra- 
viſions and their Harbours, but at the ſame time gave 
advice to the Infidels, who were in the Gulph of 474, 
who preſently put to Sea, not daring to ſtand the In- 
counter. Having miſs'd of that prey Doria Steer'd a- 
way for Coron, a Town built on a jutting out of the 
Land almoſt encompaſs'd by the Sea, divided into two 
parts, the one Inhabited by the Greeks, the other by 
the Turks. The Port is ſmall, but ſafe. This place he 
beſieg d by Sea and Land, raiſing T'wo Batteries on the 
Shore, and playing upon it from his Ships and Galleys. 
After Two ſmall-Breaches made the Italians gave one 
Aſſault, and the Spaniards another, but were both re- 
puls'd with conſiderable loſs. But thoſe that batter'd 
from the Sea, made à more ſucceſsful Attack poſſeſſing 
themſelves of that part of the Town where the Grtełs 
Inhabited, where they threw up Works that Night to 
ſecure themſelves and annoy the Beſieg d. The next 
day 700 Turkiſh Horſe came to relieve the place, but 
F were ſo bravely receiv'd by the Beſiegers, that a great 
1 number of them were kill'd, and the reſt put to flight. 
1 Among the dead was their Commander, whoſe Head 
x being cut off and ſhewn to the Beſieged, they ſurren- 
1 dred upon condition, The Garriſon might march out 
i with Bag and Baggage, and ſuch of the Greeks as would 
follow them. Thus Coron was taken on the 21ſt of 
SptemLer, 32 Years after the Venetians loſt it to the 
Inhdels. Dorja imagining that all the Morea dreaded 
his Fleer, neglected to raiſe a Fort, as he was advis'd, 
on the Port of Coron, and to attempt Navarrino, chooſing 
do go away to Patras, which the Turks were abandoning. 
Therefore leaving 2500 Spaniards with the Greeks to 
1 9 ſecure 
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ſecure Coron ; he Sail'd thence on the fifth of ole, 
and touching at Zant, came to Patras. He landed ei 

battering Pieces, and moſt of his Soldiers; for tho? the 
Town was abandon'd; the Natives with. their Wives, 
Children and Goods were retir'd-into a Fort they had 
made behind the Caſtle, which was ftrong, and: well 
provided with Artillery. After. a Breach made, the Af, 
fault was given, and the Fort enter'd and plunder d. 


Then they batter'd the Caſtle, which had formerly been 


a famous Temple of Diana, and was now ſurrendr'd by 
the Turks, upon Condition all Perſons ſhould march out 
with their Apparel, and no Affront ſhould be offer d the 
Women, This Andrew Doria took ſpecial Care to ſee 
perform'd, Hanging and Beheading ſome Soldiers who 
offer'd to Arip the Women, or ſo much as touch. them 
immodeſtly, Thence he mov'd to the Dardanels, tua 
Forts upon the Mouth of the Golph of Lepanto. That 
in the Morea ſurrendr'd upon Summons, and was plundr d 
by, Doria's Men, which made fix Companies of Italians 
and one-of Spauiards mutiny, becauſe he had not ſuifer'd 
them to pillage Coron or Patras, Theſe ran about plun- 
dripg the Villages, till Doria ſent them a Pardon; for 
he had once delign'd to decimate them. They being 2 

board · he paſs d over the narrow ſtreight, and lay d Siege 
to the other Caſtle, which is in Etolia. A conſiderable 
Rody. of Tur biſb Horſe. and Foot ca me to raiſe the Siege 
but Count Sarno drawing out four Thouſand Men, repalsd 
them, and the next Morning began to batter the higheſt 
Towers. Having made a Breach, the Aſſault was given; 
and the Turks made ſuch a brave Reſiſtance, that three 
Hundred of them were kill'd, and not one taken, for 
ſome few that eſcapd the Slaughter , ſhut then: 
ſelves up in the Magazine of Powder: and bleu it Up, 
which did ſome harm in the Camp and aboard the Gal 
lies. The Cannon taken there was valu'd at ſixty Thou - 
ſand Ducats, ſome pieces whereof he left at Coron, with 
the Spaniſb Garriſon before mention'd, ſwearing;he would 


come the next Year to relieve or carry them away. 


This done, he return'd to Genos at the beginning het the

7. The Emperor having ſettled the Affairs of Italy, 1835. 
from Bolonia, took his way through Pavia, and came to Emperor 
Genoa, where he was Lodg d and Entertain'd in Andrew 7*twns 10 
Dorias Pallace, who preſented him with all the Furni- Spain. 
ture of his Houſe, of a great value, but his Imperial 
Majeſty refus'd it, bidding him let all ſtand till he came 
again. At the Iſles of Hieres he was preſented with freſh 
Proviſions by the General of the French Gallies; and in 
April, 1533, arriv'd at Barcelona, where he was expect- 
ed by the Empreſs and abundance of the Nobility of 
Spain, About this time D. Alvaro Bacan, General 
of the Spaniſb Gallies, Sailing over into Africk, took the 
City one, near that of Tremecen, killing. fix Hundred 
Men, beſides a Thouſand they made Slaves. As ſoon as 
the Pope after his taking leave of the Emperor, return'd 
from Bolonia to Rome; the Treaty of Marriage between 
Henry, Duke of Orleans, and Catherine de Medicis, his Holineſ- 
ſe's Niece, was carried on with great Application and 
concluded. The King of France would have the Nup- 
tials celebrated at Maffei, and earneſtly intreated the 
Pope to give him a meeting there, that they might more 
conveniently adjuſt Matters between them, which he 
granted, and ſet out in the French Gallies for that City; 
where he arriv;d on the ſixth of October 1533. Extraot- 
dinary Expreſſions and Acts of Kindneſs paſs d hetween 
them, and they had many private Conferences, which 
held for a conſiderable time, and every Body judg'd 
would produce more Bloody Wars than what had been 
already, becauſe the King aim'd at Milan, the Pope 
at Modena and Rezzo, and the Emperor had no mind to 
ſatisfie either of them in theſe Points. Theſe Practices 
perplex'd the Emperor, and his continual Cares and 
Toils, made him grow Old before his time. 

8. As ſoon as Solyman return'd to Conflantivople he Coro 
ſeat the Beg of Gallipoli with a Fleet, and Zizin Baſſe B:ſrg'd by 
with an Army to recover Coron, who between them fliut h Turks . 
up the place ſo cloſe, that Famine began to pinch the 
iahabitants and Garriſon. D. Jerome de Mendoxa, the

Fleet was greater than he had thought, he ſent out a 


Galley to diſcover, which found the Enemy drawn up 
in Line of Battle, and confirm'd the News. they had 
heard at Zant. Nevertheleſs Doria held on his Courle, 
two great Galeons full of Guns leading the Van, next 
the Ships, and then the Gallies. The Infidels began to 
Fire upon the Chriſtians; who, tho' they fell into dif- 
order, got ſafe into the Port without Fighting.

Barbaruſſa attempted Itri, tho in vainz but ſptead 
his terror as far as Rome. He ran along the Coat to- 
wards Genoa, and being come to Savona, from thence 
ſent the Turbiſh Embaſſador to Marſeilles, but the King 
of France ſending no Force to aſſiſt in the reducing of 
Genoa, September being almoſt ſpent, he went awaf to 
Goleta with ſuch abundance of Booty arid Captiyes, 
that his Galleys could ſcarce contain theãe. 


Fleet appear'd before Brzerta, a Tovn of about 800 
Houſes belonging to the King of Tune. He ſent foms 
Servants of Razit's to tell the People, their King was 
aboard the Galleys, but fick, and they believing it 
turn'd out Hazzan's Governour, and receiv'd the Tuts.

Renegado Spaniards are reported to: have much conti:

City in a peaceable manner, on the 22d of Auguſt, with 
about 10000 Men.

er; all loaded with great Wealth, ſhut up all the Chi- 
ſtian Slaves in the Fort of Tunex, and had once 
thoughts of burning them Alive, for fear they ſhould 
mutiny. He order'd that all ſuch as were. aftaid 
ſhould depart the City in three Days, ſome went a- 


way, others he turn'd out, that they might not con + 


ſame Proviſions in caſe of a Siege. Then having 
held a councel of War, he went to view Goleta 
reinforc'd the Garriſon, gave the Command to 
Synan the Few, a brave Funuch, and return d him- 
ſelf to Tunes, for fear of a revolt. Great numbers 
of Arabs came from Tuner to skirmiſh with the I- 
perialiſtt, bringing» great Drums that could be heard 
in the Camp, and a fort of Wind Muſick, like Haut. 
boys. On the 18th of June, there happen d a great 
Skirmiſh, which rais'd ſuch a Duſt they could not 
ſee one another, but the Emperor coming out with 
his Domeſticks and the Zaftilian Volunteers, the In- 
fidels ſoon fled. The Emperor would not ſuffer his 
Men to go out, as often as the Enemy provok'd them, 
becauſe the Mahometans took the advantage of ly 
ing in Ambuſh in the Orchards and ruin'd Buildings, 
A Ship belonging to a Few, worth 30000 Ducats, 


was taken by the Galley, call'd. the Eagle. Some 


Renegadoes coming over to the Emperor, gave in- 
telligence of the Poſture of the Enemy, he, pardon'd 
them all, except a Friar that was among them, 
whom he order'd to be burnt.

Itſis a ſquare Fort, the Walls of 
Brick, very thick, and the Ditch deep, the breadrh 
of it 60 paces, and the length 65, in the midſt of ir 
a good Ciſtern, one Gate Jlook'd towards Tunex, the 
— towards the Sea, the other two ſides face North 
and South, the Soile it ſtands on, is Sandy, produ- 
cing neither Tree nor Grafs, the diſtance from Car- 
thage is ſeven miles, the channel that runs by it, to 
the Bay is ſo narrow that a Galley cannot row on 
it; beſides, it is ſhallow and full of Shelves, ſo that 
none but ſmall Boats can go upon it, and that by 
obſerving Poſts, ſet up at certain Diſtances. On 
the right of it in the way to Tuner, the Coaſt is plain 
and Sandy, and not above a ſtones throw in breadth; 
beyond that all the Country is full of Olive, Orange, 
and other Trees. On the leſt hand is arough moun- 
tainous way, but down — the Bay, a ſmooth 
broad Road. Tunes is ſeated on the South fide of 
this Bay, on the Weſt of it, are the towers of Salt 
and Water. The City wants Water and abounds 
in Fruit. Barbaruſſa perceiving that the Town of 
Tuner cou'd never be made ſtrong, becauſe comman- 
ded by the Hills on the Weſt ſide; that in caſe he 
would have Fortify'd it, the thing was not pra - 
cable without deſtroying the Suburbs, which the 
People would have highly reſented ; and that if no- 
thing elſe had hindr'd, the time was too ſhort, he 
refoly'd to make the moſt of Golera, to keep Ins E- 
nemies at a diſtance from Tanex, to ſecure his Fleet, 
and ſupport his Reputation; for it put the Chriſtians 
upon many Difficulties, as enduring the extream 
heat, want of Water, Scarcity of Proviſions, and thoſe 
they hal Salt. Beſides he was fatisfy'd the Emperor 
would never divide his Army to encompaſs Goleta 
on both ſides, and then one would be always open 
to put in Supplics; nor would he march to Tunes, 


and leave ſuch 3 Fortreſs behind which might ob- 
| | 2 ſtruct 
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ſtruct the Paſſage of his Proyiſiong. ' Theſe Conſi- 
derations made him to run a ſtrong Wall from one 
Angle of Goleta along the Shore, till the Water 
Tower; then turning towards the Baſon, or cloſe By 
upon the Angle of this Wall, he raisd a Baſtion 
ſo very high, that it afterwards did the Chriſtians 
little harm ; and the time being too ſhort to carry 
on the Wall to the Baſon, he made up what was 
wanting wich Wool-packs, Gabions, and Timbers 
ſo link d together, that it was much ſtronger than 

he Wall of Brick and Stone; before it Was a deep 
Pitch ſupply'd with Water from the Sea. On the 
Eaſt fide he made ſuch another Work, but not ſo 
{trong, becauſe there was leſs danger on that fide. 
Within the Fort he made a broad Bridge over the 
Channel of Water, for the uſe of the Defendants, 
From the Angles where the Eaſt and South Walls 
met, ran out a Ravelin as far as the Rocks on the 
Landing Place. On the Welt fide, towards the 
Emperors Camp, was the new Wall well defen- 
ded with Cannon: Beſides; on a Platform, towards 
the Water Tower, there were thirty great Guns 
pointing to the Imperial Camp. There was al-

It haz 
been mention'd before, that the Forces 1n Pay were 
about twenty ſix Thouſand ; beſides whom, there 
were thought to be ſixteen Thouſand Voluntiers, Ser. 
vants, and ſuch People fit to bear Arms, and at 
leaſt 10000 Seamen, Traders, and others able ty 
do Service upon occaſion, ſo that theſwhole Num- 
ber amounted to above fifty Thouſand Men. A. 
mong theſe, tho of ſeveral Nations, Peace ani 
Unity was pretty well preierv'd, only by the Gr 
mans, who ſometimes were unruly,” and once took 
away ſome Sheep and Beefs kept for the Emperor, 
among the Ruins of Carthage, Wounding the Guards, 
and Abufing the Emperors Servants, in fuch man- 
ner, that the Camp was almoſt in an Uproar ; the 
Ringleaders being taken , were Condemned, but 
only two of them Executed.

all thrown down, and the Soldiers were ſcarce able 
to ſtand to their Arms. The Beſieg d thought to 
make their Advantage of this Confuſton, ſetting 
two Hundred Men to ſhuffle up the Sand, that n 
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:oht fly into the Eyes of the Beſiegers, and mak- 
oy Sally at the ſame time, which avail'd them 
little, for they were repuls'd with Loſs. At Night 
the Storm was repeated, but ſoon . blew over, and 
not a Ship or — loſt, ſave only a few Brigantines 
and Boats ſtranded on a Point running out from the 
Land.

All the Nobility went out of the Camp to welcome 
him; being come into the Emperors Tent, His Maj- 
eſty ood up; Hazzem kiſs d his Shoulder, and Muley 
then made a ſhort Speech, thanking his Afajeſty Haſſem 
for coming in Perſon with fo great a Power to re- e fe the 
ſtore him, and promiſing perpetual Gratitude and C. 
Fidelity. His chief Men kiſs d the Emperor's Gar- 
ment or Feet; fome kneeling, ſome quite proſtrate, 
and powring a thouſand Bleſſings on him. The 
Emperor comforted the King, and promis d to put 
an end to his misfortunes; then was be, and four of

Army, without fighting a ſtroke, ſhould he offer to 
advance to Tunez. His next care was to ſhow him- 
ſelf Bountiful to all Perſons to gain their Affecti- 
ons, to ſend Four Hundred Tzrks to Bona, where he 
had laid up a conſiderable Treaſure, with orders 
to fit out Fourteen Galleys and a Galliot, with all 
ſpeed, and to Muſter all his Forces, which he found 
to amount to One Hundred and Fifty Thouſand 
Men of all ſorts, Moors, Turks, Arabs, and Fani- 
zaries, whereof Thirteen Thouſand had Muskets or 
Croſs-bows, many Tarks with Bows and Arrows, 
and about Thirty Thouſand Arabian and Mooriſh 
Horſe, but much the greater part of the Multitude 
was uſeleſs, and only ſerv d to make the greater 250 
arance. In the Emperor's Camp, as ſoon as Go- 
ta was taken, and the report ſpread abroad that 
the Army was to March to Tuner, there were great 
diſcontents, much muttering and almoſt Mutiny- 
ing, but the Emperor prudently quell'd theſe diſ- 
orders. Andrew Doria was order d to carry Bread 
and Water for the Army in Boats, and every Soul- 
dier Three or Four days Proviſion of Drink as well 
as Meat. The Women, ſick People, and Traders 
were left at Goleta. D. Alvaro Bazan with his 
Galleys was to guard the Coaſt, and there being no 
Horſes to draw the train, the Souldiers and ſome 
Slaves taken out of the Galleys drew the Cannon, 
others carrying the Ammunition on their Backs.

11. The City of Tunex contains about ten Thou- 
ſand Houſes, and in them fifty Thouſand Inhabi- 
tants. There are three Suburbs to it, in one of 
which there are ten Thouſand Inhabnants. The 
Gates of the City and Suburbs are forty ; its Strength 
but ſinall by reaſon of its Greatneſs: It's Situati- 
on is upon the Bay, oppoſite to Golera, and three 
Leagues from it, bas neither River nor Spring, and 
only one Well; fo that all the Houſes are fupply'd by 
Ciſterns. Corn is ſcarce by reaſon of the drynefs of 
the Soil, and what they ſow 1s Water'd by Tren- 
ches, with Water drawn ;from Wells. They uſe 


Horſe-mills, becauſe there is no Water to drive o- 


thers. Timber 1s very ſcarce, and for that reaſon 
they build with Plaiſter of Paris. The Compaſs 
of the City is almoſt ſix Miles, indifferently Wal- 
I'd and Inhabited. There are two Alcazavas, that 
is, Pallaces or Fortreſſes, one Old, the other New, 
but both well Built,above an hundred Moſques with 
fine Towers to them; the greateſt of them very Beau-

In the mean while the Marqueſs 
del Gaſto being reinforc'd with two Regiments of 
German Foot, and ſome Horſe, had now 25000 Foot, 
and 3000 Horſe, and four pieces of heavy Cannon ; 
and Humieres being gone back into France after diſlri- 
buting bis Troops into Garriſons, he inveſted Quier, 
and having made a Breach, took it by Storm; the 
Governor and Garriſon, who had made great pre- 
paratior.s for their Defence, forſaking all without 
ftriking a ſtroak. Thence the Marquels remov d to 
Oni:ras, where, in an, Aſſault, he loſt above two 
Hundred Men, beſides five Hundred Wounded, and 
was forc d to deſiſt; nevertheleſs Cezar Fregoſo, the 
Governor, who then lay Sick, ſeeing no hopes o 
Relief, furrender'd upon honourable Conditions, 
and went away to France. Having left a Garriſon 
in this place, the Army remoy'd to Alva, which 
was deliver'd upon the fame Conditions as Quieras 
had been, and after ſuch another fruitleſs Aſſault 
given. Theſe Places thus reduc'd, and nothing 
obſtructing, the Marqueſs fate down before Pignero 
which being a Place of great Strength, 101 ha- 
ving a Garriſon of 5000 Men herefolv'd to Starve 
It, deſpairing of being able to force a place ſo well 
Mann'd and Fortify'd. The King of Frauce lay at 
Lions, gathering his Forces to Repulſe the Marqueſs; 
and having got together oo Men, ſent his El- 
deſt Son, the Dauphin, with them before, to gain 
the paſs of Sax a, on the Alpt, which he perform'd 
with much Bravery, being forc'd to march in many 
places a Foot, by reaſon of the badneſs of the 
ways, to break the Ice as the Army march'd, aud 
Lane fo furious a Charge 1 Ceſer of Naples and 
Camillo Colonna, who Commanded there, that he 
ronted their Troops, and open'd a way to ſend ſup- 
Plies to Turin. The young Prince thus ſucceſsful, 
advances and ſpreads his Terror about the Coun- 
try ; which the Marqueſs del Gafto perceiving, he 
Taisd his Siege and retird to Afontcalier. Kin 
Francis hearing of his Son's Succeſs, ſoon follow d, 
him with the reſt of the Army, took ſeveral Towns 
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and purſu'd the Marqueſs, who-was putting Gan. 

Io oe ai op 
to their Proceedings, News was brought the King,

this Year 1537. Andrew Doria, by the Emperot' 
Order, repair'd with his. Gallies to Mecina; when 
underſtanding that the Turk was already come 
Vallona with his Army, he Sail'd over for Greet 
receiving Intelligence by the way, that the Enemis 
Fleet was gone three Days before, At Zant and Cee 
lonia intelligence was brought him of ten Ships that 
came from Alexandria loaded yrith Rice, heels 
Bisket, and Linnen for the T#rki/h Army. In bs 
way to ſeek them out he took a Fehetian Ship laden 
with Scarlet, and other rich Commodities, and 
near Capo Bianco in Corfou, diſcover'd the ten Sify, 
of all which he made himſelf Mafter without fight: 
ing a ſtroke, tho there were 300 Infidels-aboar 

they imagining his Gallies had either been Turk u 
Venetiant. Theſe Ships he Burnt , and tben ty! 
Trkiſb Gallies that ran aſhore flying from the V. 
netians. Certain Greels he found in a {mall "Veſſel 
jnform'd him, that twelve Gallies lay among oe 
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ſlands ; he row d towards theni all Night, till 
ary two Leagues of the Place where they were; 
then reſted his Men a while, and before Day put an 
again. The Trks kept cloſe undet the Shore, and 
having fir'd all their prow Guns, run on violently 
with all the ſtrength of their Oars. The Fight la- 
ſted very hot above an Hour at ſmall Shot and han- 
dy- ſtrokes Board and Board; but the match was 
not equal, the Chriſtian Gallies I y five, 
and the Infidels but twelve; yet they being full of 
Janixaries and Spahi's choſen People, fought rather 
to die Reveng'd-than' to fave their Lives; for when 
they were able to withſtand no longer, they threw 
their Cimiters into the Sea, that the Chriſtians might 
not have them, and yery many leap'd over Board 
thinking to get to the Shore, who were all kill'd 
by the Country People ; five Hundred of them were 
taken. Andrew Doria loſt 250 Men, belides many 
Wounded, and among them his Kinſman Antony 
Doria, Such Gallies as were unfit for Service he 
ſunk, and tow'd the reſt about Corfon; for under- 
ſtanding that Barbaruſſa was in purſuit of him 
with above eighty Gallies, he made for Sicily, 
and arnv'd in triumph at Mecina.

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ſent to Conſtantinople to perſuade Solyman to employ 
his Fleet againſt him. The 7Tark was eaſily brought 
to it, and would have perſuaded the Yenetians to 
joyn in the League, which they would never con- 
ſent to, However, the French King being aſſurd 
of the Infidel and of the King of Denmark, declar'd 
War againſt his Imperial Majeſty, pretending the 
Truce was broken by the Murder ot his Embaſſa- 
dor above mention'd, tho' the real motive Was 
the Dukedom of Milan he ſo ardently coveted. Be- 
fore any open Hoſtilities began, he diſgrac'd the 
Conſtable Montmorency, reducing him from his high 
Poſt to live in a poor — Houſe, as ſome will 
have it, becauſe the ſaid Conſtable diſſuaded him 
from apprehending the Emperor when he was in 
France; or, according to others, he retir'd volun- 
tarily, being diſguſted that his Rival the Admiral 
was reſtor'd to the King's Favour. After this, Or- 
ders were ſent to du Bellaye, General in Piemont, to 
commence the War upon the beſt pretence he could; 
which was ſoon made known to the Marqueſs gel 
64. The French at that time were poſſeſt of Turin, 
Mantcaliere, Savigliano, Pignerol, and other Places 
of lefs Note; the Emperor held Af, V. ercelli, U- 
piano, Foſſans, Quier, Quieraſco, and -Alva.

VIII. King of England, lay with bis Army before Engliſh 
Bologne, whether the- Emperor ſent to give bim an fee Bou- 
account of what was doing ; he anfiver'd, His 80. 
Imperial Majeſty might do for himſelf as le pleas d, 
but for his part he intended to cafty on the War. 
His Batteries ſo terrify'd YVermain, the Governor of 
the Town, that he baſely furrender'd the Place 
without ſtanding an Aſſault;: for which he after- 
wards loſt his Head upon- a Scaffold at Paris. The 
Mareſchal' de Biex, who had thrown bunſelF into 
Montrueil, made a better Defence, and the Duke 
of Norfolk, who Beſiegd him, fearing the French 
Army might obſtruct his rezoyning King Henry be- 
fore Boulogne, drew off and return'd to the main 
Army.

July; and indeed, ſeveral of them were refolyd 
neither to appear themſelves, nor ſend their Repte · 


ſentatives, knowing the Emperor's deſign was to 
ſettle the Catholick Religion. Maurice, Duke of 
Saxony, for. whom the Emperor had done all that 


Man could do, and given him the Electorate taken 


from John Frederick of Saxony, now flew in His 
Majeſty's Face; becauſe having often made appli 


cation for the Lantſorav:'s Liberty, be had been de- 


ny'd. Duke Maurice was at this time making "Y 
upon the Duke of Madgdeburg, at the expence ol 
the Empire, which had appointed him General, 

and allow'd bim 60000 Plorins a Month for the 
Charge of the War. Here again the Emperor us d 
Endeavours that his Son Prince Philip might ſucceed 
him inthe Empire ; but meeting with great N11 
ſition from Ferdinand King of the Romans, and lus 
don Maximilian, who was come purpoſely out of 
Spain, he never mention d it again. Lantſgrav 
twice contriv'd to make bis Eſcape, but wy oth 
times diſcover d, and the Conſpirators punit 2 1 
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was kept cloſer, and had no hopes left of getting 
his Liberty, but by means of D. Maurice. 
5. About this time Dragut the Pyrate inteſted the

not be amiſs here once for all to give a ſhort Ac- Dragur the 
count of bim. He was Born in Anatolia of Baſe Frate. 


Parentage, went a Cabbin-Boy to Sea, ſerv'd Bar- 
baruſſa, who made an Infamous uſe of him, and at 
laſt gave him a ſmall Slip, and Commiſſion to 
Command all other Turkiſh Pyrates. Being in this 
Poſt, he took certain Galleys from a Venetian Proye- 
ditore, and having gather'd eleven Sail, did much 
Harm. Andrew Doria ſent his Nephew Fohn Doris 
with ten Galleys againſt him, who joining thoſe of 
Sicily, purſu'd and ſurprizd bim in Corfica, where 
he took him and all bis Veſſels. Draga was put 
to the Oar, and ſo continu'd four Years, when he 
was releas d by Andrew Doria. Being at Liberty, 
he fell to his Profeſſion, Ruining all he met with, 
till at the end of four Years, being grown Rich, he 
ſct out a Squadron of 14 Sail, and other Pyrates 
joining him, madeup 26. He began to ſlight Bar- 
barsſſa, lis Benefactor, and marry'd the Daughter 
of a Rich Moor at Gelves, where he ſetled his Reſi- 
dence. The Viceroys of Naples and Sicily ſpent a 
whole Summer in ſearch of him, but to no purpoſe, 
only they Burnt ſome Ships in the Docks at Gelves. 
In 1548, he Ravag'd the Coaſt of Naples, took ma- 
ny Captives, and a Galley of Malta, with which 
he ſai! d over to Twnez, and baving ſettled ſtrict 
Amity with that King, return'd to Gelvez. In 
1549, Andres Doria with bis own Fleet and the 
Galleys of Maple and Sicily, tang'd the Mediter- 
ranean in queſt of Dragat, but could never find 
him. Dragut underſtanding there was no ſafety 
for him, unleſs he - bad ſome Place of Strength to 
retire to, poſteſs'd himſelf of Monaſterio and Cuza, 
on the Coaſt of Africt, at the beginning of the year 
1550, thoſe Places receiving him without any Op- 
pohtion. He endeavour'd to gain the Affections of 

the Inhabitants of Africa, a ſtrong City not far 


from the other. two; but they refuſing. his ſeign d 
Kindneſs, be gain d admittance, and made 1 
a n * 
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ſelf Maſter of it by the Treachery of rambarac, one A; 
of the Governors of the Place. It is Advantagi- 28 
oully ſeatzd on a Rock, almoſt encompaſs'd with the 
the Sea, with a good Wall, and a Tower at every 
thirty Foot diſtance ; that part where it joins to the 
Continent, which is but 260 Paces in Length, de- 
fended by a ſtrong Rampart, amd ſix farge Tower, 
four of them ſquare, and the other two round. The 
whole Circumference of the Place was about 5340 
Paces; it has no Harbour, but good Anchorrhy , 
and at that time contain'd 1500 Families, and 
room for as many more. Dragut well pleas d with 
his Conqueſt, Erected a ſtrong Cattle in it, and 
then put to Sea again, carrying 25 of the principal 
Inhabitants with him, as Holtages. Prince Dori, 
fet ont again with 50 Gatleys in ſearch of him; 
and being drove by ftrefs of Weather near Africa, 
ſome Arabs came down and offer'd to affiſt tim 
with 6000 Horſe, if he would recover that City 
from Dragut. He ſent two Officers with them to 
view the Place; which having done, they gare 
him an Account of what they had ſeen, and then 
he went himſelf to take a view of it next the Sea, 
He call'd a Council of War, where it was conch 
ded to be impracticable to Beſiege the Place; for 
Which reaſon they fail'd on, and landed at Mr 
naſerig, which they took and burnt. Prince Doris 
faifd away to Goleta, where, after ſome Debate, it 
Was agree — lay Siege to 7 The Lord 
nernan, an Enemy to Dragut's Proſperity, engag 
S furniſh 800 6s Freire 3 to — Backs 
of the Chriſtians on the Land- ſide.

Africa, and landed a mile from the Place, on the 
28th of June. Immediately they advanc'd towards 
the Town; and after a ſmall Skirmiſn with ſome 
Ifidels that came out of it, took their Poſt and en- 
campt on a Hill at 6 Paces diftance from the 
City, Intrenching mon, and making Huts to 
ſecure themſelves againſt the violent Heat of the 
Day, and cold Dew of the Night. Thus Africa 
was hewm'd in on the Land, and the Fleet at Sea 
hinder'd any Relief from coming to it that. way. 
The Beſieg'd us d all neceſſary Precautions for their 
future Security, diſpoſing their Affairs ſo as to make 
a vigorous Defence. Next Day, being the 29th, 
the Cannon was landed, and that Night two Bat- 
teries rais'd, one of 10, the other of 18 pieces of 
Cannon, with Lines of Communication, tho” it 
was very troubleſome caſting up of Works, becauſe 
the Ground was ali Sand, and moulder'd away as 
it was trod. On the 1|t of Faly, the Batteries began 
to play, and the Viceroy caus'd Faſcine to be 
brought from the Olive-Gardens a mile off, becauſe 
the ſandy Earth made no Trenches fit for Service. 
Having Batter d the Place the ſpace of eight Days, 
and made a Breach, they refolv'd to give a general 
Aſſault; but the Day appointed for it proving 
Stormy, it was put off. becauſe the Galleys could 
not play their part. That Night, two Renegades 
came over and gave Intelligence, That it would be 
dangerous Attacking by the way of the Breach, be- 
cauſe of the many Works the Befieged had made 
within. Nevertheleſs, an Aſſault was given, but 
there being no means provided to paſs the Ditch, 
which was deep and wide, the Chriſtians were re- 
. with the loſs of 14 Men Kill'd, and about 
do Wounded. The Beſiegers brought their Camp 
into a aarrower compaſs, tent to Naples, Sicily, and 
Goleta for Supplies; and having receiv d them, Grey 
nearer to the Town, advancing their Batteries 20 
paces. His Imperial Majeſty ſent Orders to Milan, 
Gena, and Florence, to ſupply his Forces before 
Africa, with all things they ſtood in need of. |

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7. Dragut in the mean while was abroad ravaging

A- in his return receiv'd advice of the taking of Ao. 
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naſterio and Cuxa, and the Siege of Africa. He ba- 
ſted back to Gelves, and having there and in other 
rn gather d 3700 Foot and 60 Horſe, ſent a 
Meſſenger to the Beſieg d, to order them to be ready 
to make a great Sally on the twenty fifth of Fuly, 
before break of Day, at which time he would him- 
ſelr attack the Chriſtian Camp. The Meſſenger got 
fate into the Town, and Dragut with his Forces 
came undiſcover'd to the Olive-Gardens, where the 
Chriſtians, as was ſaid, us d to fetch their Faſcine. 
The Viceroy having receiy'd ſome intelligence that 
there were Moores abroad, tho' he did not know that 
Dragut was come to releive the Town, inſtead of 
one Company that us'd to march with the Pioneers 
that went for Faſcine , order'd three and went 
with them himſelf. Theſe three Companies might 
make about goo Men. Dragut having diſcover d 
them drew up his Forces, and being ſo much ſuperior 
in Number, doubted not of cutting them all off; but 
the Cannon from the Camp and Gallies reacinng 
him he drew back. Lewis Perez, Governor of Golera, 
Riding about to keep the Spaniards in their Ranks, 
was (hot Dead, and there enſu'd a Bloody Fray 
about carrying off his Body; but at lat the Chri- 
ſtians prevail d and ſent it to the Camp. The Pio- 
neers having made their Faſcine, the Viceroy be- 
gan to retire in good Order; but Draguat fearing he 
would get off with the Faſcine, divided his Men, 
cauſing one part to attack him in the Front, aud 
the other in the Rear. Thus they Kill'd above forty 
Men and Wounded many more, which made the 
Viceroy command the Pioneers to lay down their 
Faſcine, and with their Axes, Stones, or ſuch 
Weapons as they had, be aiding to the Soldiers, 
v ho, with this aſſiſtance, got cut of the Olive- Gar-

cily, diſcover'd a weak place in the Wall next the 
Sea, and planting a Battery of twenty Pieces of 
Cannon againſt it, in a ſhort time made a conſi- 
derable Breach. Heſſarraix the Governor clear d 
away the Rubbiſh by Night, and threw up Works 
within, but could not repair the damage he receiv d. 
This Battery not ſufficing, two Gallies were faſt 
grappl'd together, and parapets rais'd on them, 
where they planted more Cannon, and moving 
them conveniently, they batter'd the Curtin next 
the Sea, all the other Gallies coming up to ſecond 
them : Four pieces of Cannon more were planted 
on a point of Land that look'd upon the ſame 
Curtin, and all of them play'd ſo e that 
a Gun aboard one of the Pope's Gallies burſt. The 
Land Batteries play'd thirteen Days together, and 
thoſe from the Sea two. All things being diſpos'd 
for an Aflault, and the Breaches in a good Condi- 
tion, on the tenth of September in the Morning the 
City was Bombarded, and after that the Viceroy 
gave the Signal for the Aſſault, which was carry'd 
on in three ſeveral places at once. To relate the 
particulars of this Bloody Action would be too 
tedious, and not ſo proper in ſuch. a Hiſtory ; but 
to make ſhort, the Infidels defended the Town with

and Duke Maurice with Propoſals of Peace, and 
after much Labour and Pains taken, brought both 


Parties to an Accomodation on the laſt Day of 


Zsly. The principal Articles were, That the Con- 
tederates lay down their Arms within twelve Days. 


That the Laniſgrave be releas d before the twelfth 
of Auguſt, he giving Security to perſorm all he pro- 
mis'd the Emperor. That a Diet be held within fix 
Months to ſettle Religion.

looks towards Florence, and obliging the Townſ- 
men to carry in their Arms; which made the Spa- 
 niards hated, and the People contrive how to caſt 
off their Yoak. D. James de Mend oca going to

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Rowe, rais'd 3000 Men to ſecure Siena and other 
places, giving the command of them to Count Pei, 
anno, who was privately an Enemy to the Spajiard;, 

He being corrupted by the French made uſe of theſe 
Men rais d to oppoſe the Turks, againſt the Span; 
ards at Siena. A Letter was found among the Spa- 
niards, giving Advice of the Treachery of Count 
Petillano ; the Author of it deſiring that balf à 
Quatrin he ſent in it, might be kept to put to the 
other balf,which he kept,when occaſion was, to diſ- 
cover his Loyalty. Fifty Spaniards were ſent out upon 
this Advice to view the City Gate; but Count Peril- 
lano's Men interpoſing could not return, and there- 
fore got into the Citadel, and were forc'd to ſteal 
away by Night to Orbitello. The Duke of T.

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reſolv'd to put a period to the War, be poſſeſs 
himſelf of the Ways to Mulin and Ragol ans; by 
which means he cut off the Enemies Proviſions, 
and made them reſolve to give him Battle. At the 
ſame time, one of the Emperor's Soldiers, who w 
Priſoner in the French Camp, ſet fire to their Powder, 
which did ſuch great Harm, that they were much 
diſcourag'd, and Srrozzi in revenge cruelly caus d 
all the Priſoners he had to be put to Death. Want 
preſſing him, he thought to march away undiſco- 
ver'd, but the Marquis was cloſe at his Heels, and 
ſending a Party of Spaniards and G-rmns about a 
Hill, hemm'd him in, ſo that when his Men would 
have Run, they fell upon another Enemy; yet he 
who was an experienc'd Commander cloſing them 
together, got to another Hill, and there made him- 
ſelf Strong. Night came on to hinder further 
Action, and before next Morning both Sides were 
retnforc'd with freſh Troops coming in to them, 
Sroxxi was (till for marching off, but the Marqui 
engag'd him again, and ſent another Party to tall 
upon his Rear. The Fight was long doubtful, but 
at laſt the Marquis making the laſt Effort in Perſon, 
Stroz.zi fled towards Siena, and ſome of the French 
place call'd Pozzo. All of them fortify'd 
themſclves, the Marquis thinking it time enough to 
compleat his Victory the next Day; but that Night 
ſome Griſons and other Troops join'd the French, 
which made the Succeſs almoſt doubtful. The next 
Day the Battle was renew'd, and Strozzi, after he 
bad bebav'd himſelf with all imaginable Bravery, 


put to flight, moſt of bis Men being either Kill'd or 


Woun led. The Marquis purſu'd him fo cloſe, that 
he ſhut him up. in L#zignano, whence he ſtole pri- 
vately away, and got into France, and the Town 
was immediately ſurrender'd. Siena was preſent- 
ly beſieg'd ; and having held out 15 Months, ſur- 
render d on the 22th of April 1555, 2000 Spaniards 
taking poſſeſſion of the Place. Porto Hercoles was 
next, and ſtood three Aſſaults, the laſt of winchit 
was taken in June 1855. All other places belong- 
ing to the State of Siena ſubmitted, and Cardinal 
Meudloca was appointed Governor of it.

I, | Will begin this Year 1555 with the Death of 
great Perſons; the firſt of theſe was Queen 
hanna, Mother to the Emperor, and rightful Heir- 
eſs tothe Crown of Spain, but laid alide becauſe 
of her Infirmity, being altogether Diſtracted. Her 
Husband, King Philip , Dy'd in the Year 1506, 
when he was 27 Years of Age, and ſhe liv'd near 
oa Widdow, always in perfect Bodily Health, 
ing 73 Years Old when ſhe fell ſick, and ſo im- 
patient and mad, that all her Servants were quite 
tird out. A few Days before her Death ſhe is ſaid 
to have come to her ſelf, and made a pious End, 
Her Family was 1n a miſerable poor Condition, as 
the Marquis of Denia, who had the keeping of ber, 
acquainted the Emperor, which indeed 1s a great 
Reflection upon him. She departed this Life on the 
1th of April. This ſame Year on the 23d. of 
March Dy d Pope Julius, III. a perſon of ſingular 
Picty and Virtue ; when he had held that Dignity 
tive Years compleat, Marcellue II. a Prelate of e- 
minent Sanctity ſucceeded him, but liv d to enjoy it 
only 22 Days. After him was choſen Paul IV. a

to it, was bailt His Majeſty's ment, conſiſting 
of fix Ground-Rooms, and fu over them. The 
lower Floor was us d but little; one of the upper 
Chambers was even with the high Altar, where a 
Door was made about fix Foot wide, through which 
he heard Maſs and the Divine Office, ſometimes in 
Bed, and fometimes up; and that way they went 
in to give him the Bleſſed Sacrament. - This Room 
was level with the new Cloiſter ; ſo that His Ma- 
zeſty could go to the Cloiſter, and thence: to the 
Garden, withoutftepping up or down. Upon the ſame 
Floor, was the Apartment for the Barbers, Watch- 
maker, and others of the Bed-Chamber. Next the 
Cloiſter, were all the Offices, all without the Mo- 
naſtery, of which he only borrow'd” the Chapter 
Room to make a Buttery, another Room for the 
Apothecary, and the Strangers Apartment for the 
Phiſician, Brewers, and Bakers. He had alſo Gar- 
dens of his own, and at the end of them, a ſmall 
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Hermitage, whether he would Walk to divert him- 


ſelf, the way being all plain; for he had only a ſmall 


Gelding, and an old Mule; and was not able to 


Ride, becauſe of a Swimming in his Head. 

The Emperor liv'd here ſo poorly, that only 
Room he lay in was Hung, and that with ſome old 
black Cloth; be had but one Arm-Chair, fo. de- 
cay d, that it would not have yielded Half a Crown 
it it were to be ſold ; his Habit was very poor, and 
always black. All he had of any value, was a little 


Plate, which was plain, and not gilt. His Life and: 
Actions confirm'd the truth of - what he declar d to 


the Prior of Guadalupe, and to F. Martin de Angals, 
in the preſence of his Confeſſor, which was, That 
whilſt the Empreſs was living, they had agreed, the 
ſhould retire to a Nunnery, and he to a Monaſtry;

Tho 
Emperor bimſelf further declard, That had bis 
Health permitted, his deſign was to be a Lay Bro- 
ther, or one of the meaneſt to Serve the Mo 
and not to be ſerv d; and ſince his Infirmities w 
not permit, he choſe to be ſo meanly attended ; that 
he had no Phyſician, but he that belong d to the Mo- 
naſtry, till he was 7 upon, by much impor- 
tunity, to admit of one, and ſome other Servants, 
his Diſtemper ſtill growing upon him. The Viſi- 
tors of the Order coming upon their Viſitation, askt 
him, Whether he had any Complaint, or would 
have any thing alter'd ? To winch he anſwer d, De- 
ſiring of them that no Women might be ſuffer d to 
come near the Monaſtery ; for there being a great 
Famine that Year, vaſt Numbers flock'd thither for 
Relief; and therefore it was order'd, that for the 
future the A lms of theMonaftery ſhould be diſtributed 
in the Neighbouring Villages. When the Viſitors 
were to depart, they begg d leave to charge him 
with Four Particulars they had againſt lum. He 
conſented, and the oldeſt Viſttor ſaid, They bum- 
bly beſought him, in the firſt place, That be would 
not for the future give the Fryars any extraordinary 
Allowance at Meals. 2d41y, That he would never 
give any Fryar Money upon any account whatſb- 
ever. 3dly, That he would never intercede for auy 
Fryar. 4thly, That he would never prefer any 
Fryar. The Emperor promis d Obedience, and at- 
terwardsdeclar'd he was never in his Lift ſo much 
afraid, as when the good old Man {aid he bad ſome ·

3. In the ſpiritual Exerciſes of Prayer, Reading, 
and. Meditation, he far out- did the moſt perfect re- 
ligious Men. He ſaid the divine Office; and if Sick- 
neſs obſtructed, his Confeſſor ſaid it in his preſence. 
Upon all Holidays he beard high Maſs, and every 
day a low Maſs, tho be were not able to tiſe. He 
had Sermons after Dinner, and when that fail'd, a 
Leſſon read bim out of S. Auguſtin. He loyd Mu- 
ſick, and had an excellent Ear, yet would allow 
none but the Fryam to Sing in the Choir. His Zeal 
for Religion was ſo great, that being told of the ap-

It was look d upon as ſome- 
thing more than natural, that at bis laſt Gaſp he 
ſhould utter that word ſo plaĩ ꝑ and loud. He de- 
parted this Life on the 21th of September 1558, hay- 
ing liv'd 57 Yeags and 5 Months; having Reign'd 
43. and been Enſperor' 8. 
. When the Emperor was Dead, his Body with- 
out etnbalming, for ſo he had order'd, was put into 
a Leaden Coffin, and that into one of Cheſnut-tree 
Planks, cover'd with black Velvet, ſo heavy, that 
ten or twelve Men had much ado to remoye it. In 
this manner he was laid under the High Altar, the 
Fryars Singing the Office with abundance of Tears. | 
Two Days aftec his Death, the Corregidor {of Pla- N 
centia came to demand his Body, but was prevail d 
with to leave it there by way of Depoſitum, after 
he had caus d it to be taken up; and both Coffins 
open d, that he might ſee the Face. His Obſequies 
were celebrated for three Days following, the Arch- | 
| biſhop. ſmging high Maſs every Day: Aſter the ' 
three Days, all the Servants went away to Vallado- 
lid, except three Fleming, left; to look after. ſome 
Goods: The Emperor's Obſequies were alſo per- 
form'd at Valladolid, where F. Francis Borgia, once 
Dake of Gandia, Preach'd upon theſe words of the 
Ith Pf. and 8th Verſe, Behold, I have gone faraway 
B. and remain d in the Wilderneſs ; Extolling bis 
Action of quitting the Empire above all the others 
of his Life, as it very well defery'd. Among other 
things he faid in Commendation of the Emperor, 
one was, That be had heard him ſay, He never 
fail'd'a Day of giving ſome ſhort tume to Medita- 
tion, ſince he was 21 Tears of Age. Thus ended 
this-T1 ighty Monarch, the Greateſt the Chriſtian 
World has known for many Ages, and, ber with 
him I. ſhould end this Hiſtory, but that the falſe
